There are many good and true sayings in the 
report of the Council committee on the subject of 
the Terminals Commission, but the best one is 
that in which the railroad companies are informed 
that “the contemplated free bridge is neither an 
empty threat nor an extravagant and visionary 
expedient.” 3 
It has been plain enough for some time that 
powerful influences are at work on the theory 
that by some clever arrangement the free bridge 
movement can be nullified altogether or diverted 
from its original purpose. Newspaper organs and 
other mouthpieces of the monopoly have not been 
wanting in hints to this effect and no doubt some 
of the delays which have attended the enterprise 
have had their inspiration in such a hope, 

The railroads and their advocates are deceiving 
themselves. They misunderstand the temper and | 
purpose of the people. They are neglecting op- 
portunities, They are embittering enemies and 
alienating friends. The free bridge idea has 
taken a\firm hold upon the intelligence and the 
imagination of the people. It would be reindorsed 
at the polls today as emphatically as it was adopt- 
ed a year ago last June. There is reason to believe 
also that other free bridges will follow this one. 

Folly is a mild term to apply to the acts of ex- 
‘tensive corporate interests which fail to recognize 
in all that has happened in the present movement 
an impressive demonstration of a _ well-settled 
public purpose. 

The problem has been reasoned out. The cost 
has been counted. The matter of policy has been 
made clear. There is nothing visionary, nor 
flippant, nor uncertain about the enterprise and, 
if there be a menace in the undertaking, it is mag- 
nificently backed and it is one which all who are 
interested would do well to heed. 

Furthermore, neither compromises nor conces- 
sions will thwart the people of St. Louis in their 
determination to remove the last vestige of the 
bridge injustice from which they have suffered so 
long. They will not pay toll to mere greed. They 
will not endure the spectacle of a besotted monop- 
oly sitting at their gateway, holding up commerce 
and levying undeserved tribute upon all who come 
and go. 

Although much remains to be done, there is no 
sign of faltering or of retreat. The railroads 
have absorbed the bridge arbitrary outside of the 
100-mile limit. Eventually this zone, artificially 
created to Sortity a dying wrong, must be oblit- 
erated. 

It is a standing affront. It is a device of well 
calculated oppression. It exists only to promote 
sj-oliation and to degrade and harass its Victims. 

If the Terminal Association were wisely guided 
it would read the signs of the times and govern 
itself accordingly. There can be no question of 
its ultimate action. It must yield, not in some 
things, but in all things. It must be content with 
such gains as it may find in reasonable transpor- 
tation and terminal charges. 

The idea of tribute must be surrendered. Why 
not now? 
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If the Republican delegation in Congress from 
Missouri cannot land a postmastership, what 
chance did it have to gain a national convention? 
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Formidable as is the great battleship fleet des- 
tined to the Pacific, it is not nearly so warlike as 
sume of the Washington correspondents.
